The Formosa immediately hove 
to, and hoisted the British ensign an-l 
her house flag. The commander of the 
volunteer fleet vessels sent a boat along- 
side the Formosa with orders to convey 
her captain and chTef officer on board 
the Smolensk for examination of the 
ship’s manifesto and papers.

Mayor Howell is in favor of both the 
proposed changes. He says that he 


thinks no city official should be allowed 
to go into office unless he is the choice 
of a majority of the voters. As to each 
ward nominating its own councilman, 
the mayor says he thinks such a change 
would be all right. 

Chairman Hugh Dorsey, of the city ex- 


ecutive committee, has conferred with 
the mayor, and is making some investi- 
gations, while getting the views of other 
members of the committee. 

Chairman Dorsey says if he has to 
take the initiative he will not call the 
committee together until the Ist of Sep- 
tember. If a majority of the committee 
wants an earlier meeting, he will issue 
a call. 

In speaking of the proposed changes in 
the rules of the city primary, Mayor 
Howell said yesterday: 


“I am firmly convinced that candi- 
dates, and especially the mayor, should 


| have a majority of the votes cast in the 


primary. 
one man may get in who has a bare 
plurality and a minority of the total 
vote. No man should be mavor who 
goes in with a minority vote. I believe 
that if after a first primary no candi- 
date 


est candidates should go before a second | 


primary. I understand that the liquor 
dealers object to this on the ground that 
it will make too many

ness. An answer to this is the sug- 
gestion that the second primary could be 
held on a day on which there was an- 
other election, for instance, one the day 
in October when the state election Is 
held. I have spoken fo some of the mem. 
bers of the executive committee and they 
have promised to take the matter under 
advisement. I do not think there could 
be any objection to each ward nominat- 
ing its own councilman.” 

Chairman Dorsey, when 
gard to the matter, said: 

“T have had a talk with the mayor 
and with some of the members of the 
committee. It has been urged that the 
candidates should® be required to get a 
majority vote before they are declared 
the nominees. As to each ward nominat- 
ing its own councilman, J] thfnk there 
are some reasons why this plan might be 
feasible. It is said that the aldermen 
are the men to be elected from the city 
at large, and that each ward should have 
local representation in the council. 
Prominent men have stated to me that 
many good citizens will not run for coun- 
cil because they cannot afford to give 
the money and time to a campaign over 
the entire city. It is probable that all 
these matters will be carefully consider- 
ed by the committee when it meets. I 
do not think I will call the committee to- 
gether until the Ist of September unless 
a majority of its members desire an 
earlier meeting. I[t may be that the 
new charter amendments will call for 
some action by the committee, and if that 
is so a meeting may be held in a few 
days.”’
